The Soviet, ‘in. return for 4 corresponding undertaking by 
Britain, shall recognise ‘Rability for compensation to private citizens for 
services rendered to the: Soviet. Britain desires to leave the final deter- 
mination of claims to 4 future mutual settlement, but considers it necessary 
that the Soviet shall'‘make a declaration on this point in order to give the 
necessary confidence to Western merchants and. manufacturers. Britain 
agrees to the conditions proposed by the Soviet regarding commercial 
facilities, provided they are mutual, Britain does not intend debarring any 
Russian on the ground of Communist opinion provided that Soviet agents 
comply with normal conditions of international intercourse.
